Eighty per cent of the entire val- 


ley walnut crop has been picked, 
according to La Puente Walnut 
Growers association, and approxi- 
mately 300 tons of nuts are already 
shipped, representing 
one-fifth of 


the entire crop. 


The estimate, covering 7575 acres 


of walnut groves handled thru the 
Puente house, still indicates that this 
year's crop is only 45 per cent r or- 
al. 


The opening prices for wholesale 


trade, announced Tuesday of last 
week, have remained the same. 


The last forty cars of valencias 


were shipped from Covina thru the 
Fruit Exhange today, according to 
' W. M. Griswold. Due to the fact 


that Florida's early seedlings are 
about due to arrive on the market, 
and since it will take between a 
week and ten days before these last 
forty cars are sold in eastern points, 
the final price is uncertain. If the 
Florida fruit arrives before Co- 
vina's last shipment, the price of 
course will drop.

est service. In his work he visited 
every section of the west. 


He resigned during the world war 


to enter the navy. At the end of 
the war he re-entered the forest ser- 
vice. In March, 1920, he married 
Winifred Skinner of Rochester, N. 
Y. The same year he resigned as 
chief inspector and bot an orange 
grove near Covina. He leaves his 
widow and a sister, Mrs. Louise 
Bronson Cochran of Hartford, Ct.

New Facts About 
Bees Are Exposed 


by Government 


Interesting new facts concerning 


the movement and habits of bees 
have been recently-exposed by gov- 
ernment experts after hundreds of 
tests and experiments. 
Insofar as 


the presence of bees, butterflies and 
other pollen carriers is a necessity 
in the fertilization of orange blos- 
soms in this district, any action in 
the improvement of the species 
should be welcome. It is just this 
that the government is doing—at- 
tempting to develop stronger bees 
capable of covering a wider range. 


To keep tab on a particular bee's 


movements, six million of which are 
under observation, officials lure it 
with an artificial flower and mark 
it with a spot of color. Aided by 
this identification they found that 
the average bee makes between ten 
and twenty trips for honey during 
the day and spends a little less than 
an hour away from the hive on each 
trip.

Dairy Industry 


Provides Fourth 


of Farm Income 


America's cows, according to O. 


E. Reed, chief of the bureau of dairy 
industry, U. S. department of agri- 
culture, account for a fourth of the 
nation's farm-product income by 


leir dairy activities. Farmers took 
n some $12,500,000,000 for the farm 
roducts between July 1, 1927, and 
uly 1, 1928, dairy cows providing 
bout $3,000,000,000 of this. 
The increase in demand for dairy 
roducts, says Reed, is due to two 
actors. The first is the improve- 
ment that has taken place in the 
quality of all dairy products gener- 
lly in the last few years. There is 
direct relation between quality and 
lonsumption. Milk that is low in 
quality is always difficult to market 
o advantage, whereas milk of good 
lavor and high sanitary quality al- 
ways has, under normal economic 
conditions, an adventageous market 
and is consumed in relatively large 
amounts. 


The second factor is a better un- 


derstanding on the part of people 
;enerally, of the value of milk anc 
milk products in relation to nutri- 
;ion and health. In recent years a 
jreat deal of emphasis has been pu 
upon the vitamin content of foods 
Milk is rich in vitamins, those ac- 
cessory food substances which are 
necessary for tye proper function- 
ing of the body.

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Huntington Library and Art Gallery Reveals 


New Motive for Discovery of North America 


HUNTINGTON ART 6ALLE12V •

SAN MARINO, Oct. 10.—Out of 


the classifications and analysis of 
the original documents at the Hunt- 
ington 
library 
and art gallery, 


which was a gift of the late Henry 
E. Huntington to the people of Cali- 
fornia, is coming a new probably 
correct picture of what led to the 
discovery of America. 


M. De La Ronciere, of the Bibli- 


otheue Nationale of Paris, may have 
found the real reason for the daring 
voyage of Christopher Columbus. 
At any rate, this French savant has 
gone thru all the old records and 
written a book setting forth his re- 
searches. 


"Monsieur De La Ronciere is a 


profound research student," says Dr. 
Lodwyk Bendikson, who has charge 
of reproductions at the Huntington 
library and is personally acquainted 
with the French literateur. 


"It was the 'valuta,' or the cur- 


rent value of money, that started 
Columbus on his historic adventure 
across the ocean," is the way Dr. 
Bendikson explains M. De La Ron- 
ciere's conclusions. 


"The valuta was down—at low 


ebb. 
Financiers thruout Europe 


were worried. 
There 
was not 


enough gold in the world to support 
the currency. Paper money had 
little value and corns were too scarce 
to meet the demands of commerce. 


"The bankers dominated affairs, 


and here was Columbus, a daring 
dreamer, talking about new lands, 
where gold might be found. 


"The golden possibilities of his 


scheme apparently impressed the 
financiers. If his dream proved to be 
nothing more than a dream, that 
would be the end of it; but, if the 
dream came true, financial condi-

example, say: In his application

Of course Columbus was not ex- 
pected to bring back his caravels 
full of gold; it was expected that he 
might find new lands, then the gold- 
hunters would prospect them. 


"That was what happened. Co- 


lumbus discovered the Americas, 
and the conquistadores of Mexico 
and Peru obtained the gold. The 
golden wealth accumulated by the 
Incas and Montezumas thus served 
to steady the valuta thruout Europe, 
so that the scheme of the coalition 
came true in time—not as soon as 
financiers hoped, but the news of the 
discovery of new lands immediately 
exercised a very strengthening ef- 
fect. 


"The 
French research worker does 


not wish to minimize the greatness 
of Columbus' explorations and dis- 
coveries; he rather seeks to make 
it a business enterprise, the greatest 
business undertaking of the fifteenth 
century. 


"The 
portrait of Columbus in the 


Huntington art gallery 'is the only 
authentic one in existence. It was 
painted at the court of Spain, by 
Antonio Moro. after a miniature 
done for his royal patrons, Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella.

Arabian Horse 


Breeding Left 


to Americans 


By NELSON PAUL 


In a recent interview .with a dis- 


tinguished American sportsman, just 
returned from the Near East after 
eight years of travel among nomad 
breeders and after thoro study of old 
world horses, a reporter for the 
Scientific Monthly was told that of 
4350 horses considered in the survey, 
only 14 mares were absolutely pure 
Arabian strain. At that rate there 
can scarcely be more than 800 pure 
bred horses in the whole of Arabia 
today. 


Water holes in the Arabian desert 


are slowly drying up, he said, and 
the effort necessary to perpetuate 
the Arabian horse is becoming too 
great and too expensive to repay 
natives for their time. Moreover,

Before the war Arabian horse 


breeding farms were maintained at 
public expense by several European 
nations — Hungary, Germany and 
France—but little money for this 
luxury is now available in these 
financially hard-pressed countries. 
In Russia the breeding of Arabs, a 
tradition established by Czar Peter 
the Great iri the seventeenth cen- 
tury, has been discontinued since 
the revolution. Thus it is to Amer- 
ica that the sportsmen must look for 
their Arabian steeds of tomorrow. 


Marked progress has been made 


already in re-establishing the breed 
here, particularly in southern Cali- 
fornia, where conditions of soil and 
climate resemble those of the desert. 
The costliness of the work, however, 
explains the fact that of a total horse 
population of 18,000,000 in America 
at the present time, only 200 of them 
are pure bred Arabians. 


Almost one-third of this total, 


sixty of the continent's two hun- 
dred, are assembled on the local 
800-acre ranch of W. K. Kellogg, 
four miles east of Covina. 


Scientific methods are used at the 


Kellogg ranch to improve the breed 
by increasing size and speed and 
improving saddle conformation. The 
remount division of the United 
States army is following these local 
experiments with the keenest inter- 
est, having for years felt the need 
for improvement of Arab strains to 
be used for a better cavalry horse. 
Courage and endurance, are the 
prime requisites for, the, ideal army 
mount, and nowhere are those quali- 
ties obtainable but in a horse with 
Arabian blood. 


During the first six months of 


1930, more than 50,000 persons visit- 
ed the Kellogg stables. Horse lovers 
have made a mecca of the ranch, 
and some of the world's most famous 
trick animals are traceable to its 
borders. 


One 
widely-known 
individual, 


named "Pep" because of its clever 
and original antics, was three years 
ago in the Kellogg stables. When 
only a few months old, the -young- 
ster poked its soft muzzle against 
its groom as tho begging a caress. 
Suddenly, with a flip of its jaws, 
as the story goes, it whisked a 
handkerchief from his pocket, gam- 
boled about with it for a few mo- 
ments and then returned it. The 
next day it was a hat the colt 
snatched off, which it pushed about 
the ground like a cat playing with 
a mouse, before returning it to its 


days, on base-reliefs of men hunt- 
ing lions armed with spears and 
mounted on horses typically Arabian 
in shape and size. 


As a matter of fact, the Arabian 


horse is the original source from 
which all modern light horses thru- 
out the world derive most of their 
beauty and virtues. Experts have 
traced the ancestry of all the thoro- 
bred race horses of today and find 
them descended from only three 
eastern horses, imported into Eng- 
land in the beginning of the 18th 
century. These were the so-called 
Darley Arabian, the Godolphin Ara- 
bian, and the Byerly Turk. The 
blood of the two Arabs, especially 
that of the Darley horse, are the 
most highly prized. 


By a process of elimination in 


breeding, the strain of the Darley 
Arabian has become paramount. 
Statisticians have figured that of all 
winners in the classic English races 
- the Derby, the Oaks, and the St. 
Leger—since these events were es- 
tablished about 125 years ago, ap- 
proximately 95 per cent were de- 
scendents in the male line from the 
Darley Arabian. 


Fifty per cent of pure Arabs are 


bays, thirty per cent grays, and the 
rest have shades of chestnut and 
brown. Whites and blacks are rare- 
ly encountered; duns, piebalds and 


yellows are never found, according 
to the Arabian stud book. 


The pure steed is small but pos- 


sessed of slender limbs of steel, mag- 
nificently arched neck and tail, dish- 
ed or concave face, and large soft 
eyes. A noted authority, Professor 
Ridgeway, has traced the origin of 
the species to Libya, west of Egypt, 
and to a period dating back from 
1600 to 2000 B. C. 


The most important of the Arab's 


hereditary characteristics are to be 
found in the bone structure. Its 
backbone has one vertebra less than 
that of other horses. In the foreleg, 
the smaller bone is complete, where- 
as in other horses it ends in a splint. 
It has only sixteen vertebrae in the 
tail, as compared to eighteen in the 
tail of horses from northern Europe. 


Other characteristics are the boney 


structure of the hips, a requirement 
of great speed; the large size of the 
brain case; relative shortness of the 
skull; and slender shape of the lower 
jaw.

ornia's Canneries— 


The canning industry has made tremendous progress in 


the past fifteen years, having grown to an annual business 
of approximately $90,000,000 in California alone. Amer- 
ican travelers report that California Del Monte goods are 
seen in most every fashionable pantry of Europe, tempting 
the appetite of the world with our west coast fruit flavors. 


There was a time when canned foods were regarded 


with a certain amount of suspicion. They were used only 
as a sort of tide-over between the last old crop and the 
first new one. But today the American housewife's shelves 
are filled with such goods, many of which are preserved 
beyond the scope of the average kitchen equipment. 


Director G. H. Hecke, head of the California depart- 


ment of agriculture, recently referred to canned goods as 
food "prepared in a million-dollar kitchen, under expert 
supervision, with all the latest methods of testing, and ac- 
companied by the accuracy and skill of most modern cook- 
ing and preparation." Large canning companies have ex- 
perimented with new receipts and ways of using preserved 
products to a point where some housewives prefer certain 
brands, of canned goods on special occasions. 


The forecast production of tomatoes for canning and 


manufacture has been placed at about 1,360,000 tons this 
season, this output exceeding the average of the last five 
years by nearly 14 per cent. Since August 1st, a general 
reduction in yield prospects has occurred in all areas ex- 
cept California, Colorado, Iowa, Indiana and Ohio. Pros- 
pects continue very favorable, especially in California, with 
indications that this state will produce nearly one-fourth 
of the nation's total tonnage. 


Four crops, tomatoes, sweet corn, snap beans and peas 


make up about 80 per cent of the annual acreage and pro- 
duction of canning vegetable crops. Combined production 
of the four crops on a straight tonnage basis indicates that 
this year's canning activities will be about six per cent 
larger than the last five-year average. 


From an economic standpoint, the canner saves agricul- 


ture from a heavy annual loss. The amount of fruit and 
vegetables, which can be consumed during their periods of 
harvest is rarely equal to production, but the packer can 
preserve it for later use. Last year over 15,000,000 cases 
of apricots, cherries, peaches and pears were -canned in 
California.

New Tropical Favorites— 
; 


Fifty years ago few persons thot California would ever 


grow oranges on a large commercial scale, and for a long 
time the chief source of supply was old Mexico. Now hun- 
dreds of cars are shipped annually to all parts of the con- 
tinent. Likewise with avocados, for many years only a 
decorative and "curio" plant, commercial production dates 
back only a few years. The avocado is at present the most 
favored of tropical fruits, but after its firm establishment 
it is predicted that some other product will become popu- 
lar with buyers, who are always eager for a new fad. 


Possibly bananas and coffee may be next, comments 


the California Cultivator. Both have been successfully 
ripened in the southern end of the state. 


The old suspicion concerning the adaptability of tropi- 


cal plants to this climate is ungrounded, as many are as 
hardy as our native like oak. The strawberry guava, for 
example, tho native to Brazil, thrives well in this climate; 
and the Mexican white sapote is another hardy fruit re- 
cently placed on the local market. The Feijoa Sellowiana 
was sent to us as a tropical species, yet is hardy in Oregon. 


No one has to date planted a mango orchard, but as 


soon as the hardiest varieties are learned a large acreage 
will be put in. -Many regard the mango as next in import- 
ance after the banana and pineapple, and some consider 
it the finest of all tropical fruits. There is a great range in 
flavor and texture, some being tough and fibrous, with a 
flavor strongly turpentine, and others delicately tender and 
of a flavor unexcelled. More than 500 varieties are listed 
in India alone, altho many ar% raised in Mexico and Flor- 
ida.Cocoanuts, papayas and pineapples are other crops 
that may be grown in commercial quantities in California. 
The latter has fruited freely in many sections, but none 
have been of market value. The custard apple or cheri- 
moya has been only sparingly grown in California for a 
half century, and is still rare for the reason that the best 
varieties have not been propagated by budding and many 
of the seedlings are poor in flavor. 


For several years there has been a steady increase in 


demand for passion fruit products and a permanent mar- 
ket seems assured. Improved loquats are marketed each 
season by hundreds of tons. And the pistachio and Queens- 
land nuts are two whose popularity steadily advances. 
There is little doubt but that in a few years a number of 
these so-called tropical fruits will be common in California.

The .fact that radio waves have been used to kill insects 


in the laboratory suggests a new method of termite control 
in citrus orchards. 


Experts of a New Jersey agricultural experiment sta- 


tion recently succeeded in killing flies and cockroaches 
placed in glass tubes by exposing them near a high-fre- 
quency radio transmitter. 


Since that time, Henry Fleur of San Jose has tested it 


out for himself and adds his belief in the possibility of the 
new idea. He has just built a curious "death ray" machine 
with which he proposes to wipe out unwelcome bugs. High 
frequency currents, generated in a small portable instru- 
ment, are carried by wire to a vacuum tube device mount- 
ed on a tripod for application. 


The entire nation, occupied with agricultural pest con- 


trol, will be interested in the success or failure of this ven- 
ture.

Foreign Rabbit 


Importations in 


County Stopped 


Local rabbit producers have finally 


seen able to stop the importation of 
wild Australian cottontail, which for 
a while threatened the industry of 
lome producers. Several weeks ago 
the discovery was made that all 
meat markets of two of our promi- 
nent chain stores in Los Angeles 
county were selling frozen, wild, 
cold-storage 
cottontails, 
imported 


rom South Wales, Australia, causing 
:he exclusion to an enormous extent 
of domestic rabbits with the conse- 
quent loss of thousands of dollars to 
lome breeders. 


The Los Angeles county farm 


Dureau immediately set to work, in- 
;erviewing all health departments 
and federal pure food groups, gath- 
ering data for the exclusion of for- 
eign hare. Within a month, they 
exposed the following facts: 


Wild Australian cottontails had 


3een distributed and sold for some 
ime in the meat markets of San 
Francisco .at the price of three for a 
dollar, but about three months ago 
a tariff of one dollar and fifty cents 
per box was levied. Northern butch- 
ers refused to pay this tariff, with 
the result that the distributors re- 
moved these cotontails from refrig- 
eration on the boats in San Fran- 
cisco harbor and transported them 
to the Los Angeles market, landing 
here in a very poor condition. These 
rabbits were then offered for sale at 
forty cents each, as "New Zealand 
Hares," misleading the advertise- 
ment reader to believe them the 
same as, ;the.'standardized United 
States New Zealand rabbit; which 
domestic rabbit breeders have been 
handling for some time. 


Wild cottontails had been shipped 


into the United States in cold stor- 
age with the hides on, hides being 
removed by local dealers. The com- 
mittee found the livers of these cot- 
tontails had been removed before 
leaving Australia, leaving no way of 
determining the condition or age of 
the meat. When put in cold storage 
for any length of time, the livers 
discolor the meat. 


Fortunately extensive cooperation 


was extended the Los Angeles coun- 
ty farm bureau in its efforts to 
check this illicit marketing, and nor- 
mal rabbit marketing conditions are 
now restored.

Rotarians Hear 


Story of Light 


During History 


The Rotary club was given a story 


of the progress of lighting by Sam 
Stead of the Stead electric shop, at 
its Thursday luncheon. Mr. Stead il- 
lustrated his lecture with an exhibit 
furnished in person by' D. H. Butler 
of the Edison lamp works of the 
General Electric company. 


Starting his talk 'with the primi- 


tive method, the stationary bonfire, 
Mr. Stead followed each successive 
step in progression—the faggot or 
pine knot, the light made of the pith 
of rushes, and the metal lamps of 
different types for burning olive, 
vegetable and whale oils. These last 
dated from 400 years B. C. to 1750 
A. D. 


Following closely after the whale 


oil lamp was the discovery of gas in 
1798, and almost simultaneously its 
by-product, coal oil. Early types of 
kerosene lamps were shown, a three- 
burner decorative metal Italian lamp 
and a three-burner glass bowl, with- 
out chimneys, and the later model 
with the chimney. 


A replica of the first incandescent 


light invented by Thomas Edison in 
1879 was shown, together with the 
latest invention in a photo-flash 
electric bulb.
